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Dig That Coronation 

It is good to hear that New Orleans jazz will 
be dispensed at the coronation festival in‘ Lon- 
don, American jazz, which as a- matter of fact 
is al] the jazz there is, makes friends wherever 
it is heard ‘round the: globe. It is anathema to 
the Kremlin for that very reason, a new friend 
of jaz being likely to be also a new friend 
of the country from which it comes. 

From learning to like jazz to wanting a jazz 
band on hand in foreign parts at all times is a 
mere step. Consequently indigenous groups 
spring up, like the Roman New Orleans Jazz 
Band and the British Festival of Jazz Concert. 
They may not be Americans or Americans’ sons, 
but they will do the playing till the Americans 
come, 

This is all very hep as far as it goes, but the 
trouble is that musicians of other countries have 
caught on pretty well without catching on com- 
pletely. They do not throw themselvés into it— 
they only throw themselves at it, and a total 
disregard for consequences, an unreserved 
abandonment of oneself to the music, is the first, 
last, and middle essential of true jazz. 

The more uninhibited American jazz misicians 
play for musicians elséwhere, the more likely 
the latter may be to catch the spirit as well as 
the technicalities of jazz musicianship, Sharkey 
Bonano and his New Orleans combo, playing a 
grand jazz coronation concert at the Royal Festi- 
val Hall, ean be relied upon to give it everything 
they have got. The result may be a further in- 
ternationalizing of that fine careless rapture 
which is jazz. 
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Reminder of a Debt 
‘ Coincident with the observance of Armed 
Forces day in the United States came the re- 
sumption of heavy fighting in Korea, following 
an attack by several thousand Chinese Commu- 
nists against United States and South Korean 
positions. 

It was as if the.enemy decided unwittingly to 
give a particular point to the eccasion on which 
the United States. as a nation reminded itself 
what it owes to the gallant forces who have with- 
stood the armed Red aggression which now 
lacks little more than a month of being three 
years old. 

It was a reminder, too, that while every effort 
at achieving peace must go on, there can be no 
relaxing in. the. determination to be strong 
enough to protect the secusity of this country 
and the free world against. the possibility of 
further Koreas, to say nothing of another world 
war fought with atomic weapons.

FRENCH GARRISON

UESTIONS children ask about life and death must be 

answered as wisely as our limited knowledge allows, It is 

small wonder that parents are at a loss for the right an- 
swers.
